BISHOPS OF TINNEVELLY 


The diocese of Calcutta, founded in 1814, included the 
whole of India and Ceylon, besides the other 3xitish settle- 
ments in Eastern Asia, and those in Australasia and at the 
Cape of Good Hope, 

The first bishop of Madras was conscerated in 1835, and 
in 1877 the Revs. Robert Caldwell and ldward Sargent were - 
consecrated as assistant bishops for the 8. P. G. and C. M. 8. 
congregations in Tinnevelly respectively. 

In 1896, the Rev. Samuel Morley was consecrated as 
Bishop of Tinnevelly and Madura, the diocese, though legally 
remaining part of the diocese of Madras, being administered 
as independently as the law allowed by commission from the 
Bishop of Madras and by consensual compact. In 1910, the 
Ramnad zamindari was formed into a Collectorate together 
with certain parts of north Tinnevelly, and the diocese 
became known as that of Tinnevelly, Ramnad and Madura. 

On the legal severance of the Church of England in India 
from the Church of England, and the coming into force of the 
Constitution, Canons and Rules of the Church of India, 
Burma and Ceylon in March 1930, the diocese became 
ecclesiastically and legally distinct from the diocese of Madris,

Note.—The following list is certainly incomplete in respect 
of early workers in the present Ramnad district. The Tranquebar 
Mission beyan preaching and formed some con gregations in ‘the 
Marava country’ at an early date; for instance, Aaron, the first 
Indian minister ordained by the Tranquebar Mission (in 1733) 
visited the district in 1736. It is hoped that further research in 
vi2 series of Reports of the Mission may lead to a clearer know- 
icdge of when and through whon congregations were formed in 
that part of the Marava country, including Raninad, which at a 
later date fell within the sphere of the S. P. G.
